Xicaraguan Xational railroad, mid- 
way between Leon and Corinio. 


Lieutenant Colonel Long and his 


command were trying to secure arms 
and dynamite bombs in Chichigalpa 
last Friday morning when they were 
suddenly surrounded by a mob of 
rebels and their sympathizers, well 
armed -with machetes and rifles. 


Disregarding the orders of the of- 


ficers. several rebels fired upon the 
Americans. 
The fire was promptly returned. 


and in addftion to killing the 13 reb- 
els and wounding many more, 
the 
Americans took four dynamite bombs 
which it is believed were intended to 
be used against them or to cripple 
the railroad.

expedition. He had stolen apples and 
on his way to the execution munched 
some of his stolen fruit,

questioned, replied that he "had paid 
cearly enough for them" to be allowed 
to eat them in peace- "Aren't you pay- 
ing too big a price for sin," asked 
the evangelist. 
"Aren't you

"I can 
imagine~"the" 


creature that has had no temptation." 
said Dr. Lyon. "1 am sure that isn't 
you or me. I am sure that if you know 
your own life as I think you know it. 
you will honestly admit the fact that 
you have been tempted and are being 
tempted every day." 


"Why are we tempted?" If we were 


without temptation we would not de- 
velop strength of character. It is the 
richest soul tbat produces the great- 
est number of ireeds. 


Dr. Lyon then showed, by the gos- 


pel, that the three promises to 
him 


who overcomes temptation are "purity, 
permanence and power." 


"There is the temptation to fly off 


the handle.' to get mad. to cuss and 
to swear!" he continued. "A man that 
swears sells himself to the cevil for 
the cheapest price on God's earth. He 
doesn't even get temporary 
pleasure 


for selling himself to Satan. He shows 
that he has no respect for himself, for 
his fellow man or for God." 


"There is the temptation of gamb- 


ling, and I am told that this is one of 
the curses of your own city, 
that 


you have quite a .number 
of places 


above those booze joints where they 
are running a. quiet same, and where 
more than one fellow that is tere to- 
day has been fleeced- Some of these 
young men think that they can "buck 
the tiger* and win. 
Those gamblers 


aren't In business for their health. 
They are in the business to fleece just 
such wooly lambs as yourself." 


Dr. Lyon's prize story for the day 


was of two gentlemen of Hebrew ex- 
traction, who went to a 
gambling 


joint, -where one, by the usual process 
of -winning for several games, then 
lost all that he had. 
H!s companion, 


seeing the loser fall to the floor in a 
faint, rushed out to Set a. doctor. 
He 


met a man with a grip, laid the case 
before him and begged him to hurry. 
"But I'm a veterinarian, 
the 'physi- 


cian' replied. 


"Then you are just the man I need- 


Abey is just a. 
jackass," replied 


the Hebrew earnestly. 


"You have a lot of jackasses here in 


Xewark," commented the evangelist. 
A man that gambles and wins is a 
thief, but a man that gambles and 
loses is a fool; take your choice. 


Dr. Lyon then called attention to the 


temptation that is brought on by phys- 
ical appetite. "The fact is, that the 
average man in these days is a big, 
overgrown baby,'* he stated. "They are 
merely creatures of appetite. If their 
wives, daughters and mothers 
were 


guilty of some of the filthy practices, 
that many of them are 
guilty, they 


would be so ashamed . of themselves 
that they'd want to hibercate all year 
long. 


"You can't keep a. double standard in 


society. Either men are going to take 
the same .plane of purity and cleanli- 
ness that they demand of their daugh- 
ters, mothers or wives, or the level of 
womanhood is going to be degraded 
to the level of the men, and in many 
cases it seems to be a leveling- down 
instead of a. leveling upwards. 


"You can be a Christian and use to- 


bacco, but you'd be an awfully dirty 
one," added the speaker. "If God had 
intended you to smoke he would have 
put a chimney on top of your head. 
Who ever heard of a man building a 
house with no place for the smoke to 
go out except the front door?" 


Dr. Lyon then scored the cigarette 


evil. 
"Either America has to drive 


out the cigarette cr its civilization is 
doomed." said Dr. Lyon. "The physi- 
cians over the country -who are exam- 
ining our boys say that there is scarce- 
ly a. ooy who is addicted to the cigar- 
ette who is not diseased in both mind 
and body, until soon he doesn't seem 
to know whether he is doing right or 
wrong-"' 


"Men. would it not be better for you 


to deny yourselves of your indulgence 
for the sake of your influence on your 
sons?"' 


"With the cigareite,_ the nicotine is 


inhaled into the lungs and carried by 
the blood to every part of the body," 
continued Dr. Lyon. "-last let a blood- 
sucker be put on the arm of a cigar- 
ette smoker and in fifteen seconds that 
blood sucker -will turn yellow and drop 
off from the 
poison in 
that boy's 


bocy." 


Dr. Lyon then commented 
on the 


effect of cigarettes on the 
"brains." 


saying that he never knew of anyone 
with any brains that ever smoked ci- 
garettes. 


"Shun the fellow that tells the dirty 


story as you woold shun the Asiatic 
cholera, or the very pit of hell itself," 
said the evangelist, as he entered on a 
scathing denunciation of 
the 
social 


evils of the day, and particularly so- 
cial licentousness. At the close of hi? 
sermon, -when he asked 
those 
who 


were willing- to be knights of the twen- 
tieth century and treat every woman 
as he would treat his own 
mother, 


wife, sister ^or daughter, there was not 
a man in the vast audience that re- 
mained seated. The noise of their ris- 
ing was as the noise of an army mak- 
ing a sudden advance, and when the 


reat invitation for men to take up the 


cause of Christ was given, there was 
no hesitancy as the scores came for- 
ward and took Dr. Lyon by the hand 
and tearfully, in many instances, ac- 
knowledged that they had fallen into 
sin and yi^'ded to temptation in the

CEXTEXXJAL, OF FAMOUS DUEfj 


BETWEEN' ENGLISH OFFICERS 


Today is the centennial of the fam- 


ous duel in England between Lieut 
Stewart and Lieut. Bagnal. Owing to 
the prominence of the 
combatants, 


both of -whom came from 
excellent 


families, this "affair of nonor" aroused 
general attention 
The quarrel was 


over a trifling maUer, but the settle- 
ment of it cost the life of Lieut- Bag- 
pal, 
wbo was filled outright. 
This 


affair led to the formation of a pro- 
found public senfn.ent against duel- 
ling in England although it was many 
years before the practice was finally 
outlawed. Queen Victoria and the 
Prince Consort were the leaders in 
the movement to stamp out "affairs of 
honor" in the Bnfsh arrnv 
Th* ' 


regular duel between English officers 
took place in 1S45. v, hen Lieut- Ha\>K- 
ey killed Lieut, Seton 


Perhaps the fir-^t formal duel 
in 


England was that between "William, 
Count d'Eu, and Godfred 
Baynard 


fought in 1096. The combat with short 
swords, long afterward popular as a 
means for the =eulement of argu- 
ments, was introduced into England 
in 1587. An anii-duelling society was 
organized in JS45. following the fatal 
Hawey-Seton affair, and soon there- 
after the "court of honor" was abol- 
iiaed In England, although still popu- 


lar in France,'Germany 
and 


other countries. The modern "blood- 
less duel" ^of these countries, how- 
eier, is very different 
from the al- 


ways sanguine and often fatal affairs 
of a century ago. 


The first duel in America was fought 


between two servants at 
Plymouth, 


Mass., in 1621. In 1728 Boston Com- 
mon mas the scene of a famous duel 
Mtween Phillips 
and Woodbridge. 


Two centuries ago next monfn, 
at 


Hyde Park, London, the Duke of Ham- 
ilton and Lord Mohun engageu 
in 


mortal combat with small 
swords. 


The Duke was slashed 
in 
several 


places and died as he was being car- 
ried to his coach. Duels—with mouths 
as weapons—are still 
>n \ogue at 


Syde Park, In 1765 
Lord 
Byron 


lee Mr. Chaworth in a duel. Even 


clergymen appealed to the "court of 
jonor"' in the good old times, aad in 
1782 
the Rev. Mr. Allen killed Lloyd 


Dulauy. 


A duel in balloons was fought above 


?aris in 180S, and one of the com- 
batants was slain. Next year will be 
he centennial of the affair between 
General Jackson and Colonel Benton. 
This and other duels in which Presi- 
dent'Jackson was a participant, as 
well as the previous Burr-Hamilton 


d^ Clinton-Dayton combats, led to a 


revulsion of feeling against Quelling- 
on this side of the Atlantic. This 
sentiment was mad» more powerful by 
the killing of Commodore Decaiur in 
a duel in 1S20, and the clash between 
Henry Clay and 
John 
Randolph, 


which took place in 1S2S. The last 
mportant mortal combat in America 
took place half a century ago this 
vear between two Confederate officers, 
Uoionel Calhoun and Major Rhett at 
iharleston, S. C. General Beauregard 
las refused to enforce the military 
law against Rhett, who was promoted 
to Calhoun's place. A challenge fol- 
iowed, and Col. Calhoun died on the 
•field of honor.'-" As late as 1S24 a 
"British Code of tbe Duel"' was_form- 
ulated and published, with the appro- 
val of the Duke of "Wellington and 
other prominent officers. 


France has just revised 
its 
laws 


governing dueiling, with the ultimate 
•»ter-tion'~of ending the practice. 
In 


Germany, especially in the army, the 
court of honor" still flourishes, and 
tae officer wbo has the mo-al courage 
"o refuse a duel is placed in an un- 
enviable position.

be eliminated as a factor in politics. 
Can laws be passed which will make 
money a secondary consideration or 
give the poor man a chance? The 
probabilities are that men with money 
to spend in politics will find some 
•way to get around all the laws that 
may be enacted. A man who will use 
money dishonestly will not hesitate to 
perjure himself in regard to the ex- 
penditure of money for political pur- 
poses. 


In this connection there Is. a suspi- 


cion that-the Clapp committee has pro- 
duced an amazing .amount of some- 
thing mighty near perjury. How can 
these men say they know nothing about 
contributions of $100,000. from whom 
they came and how They were paid 
out? It looks as if the money question 
In politics has not changed much in 
all the years.
